Iran boils over 

Newly re-elected Mahmoud Ahmadinejad brushes off election uprising

TEHRAN Protesters set fires and smashed store 
windows Sunday in a second day of violence as 
groups challenging Iranian President Mahmoud 
Ahmadinejad’s re-election tried to keep pres- 
sure on authorities. Anti-riot police lashed back 
and the regime blocked Internet sites used to 
rally the pro-reform campaign. 

Ahmadinejad dismissed Tehran’s worst 
unrest in a decade as “not important,” com- 
paring it to passions after a football match. He 
insisted Friday’s vote was “real and free” and the 
results showing his landslide victory were fair 
and legitimate. Along Tehran’s ValiAsr street— 
where activists supporting rival candidate Mir 
Hossein Mousavi held a huge pre-election rally 
last week— tens of thousands marched in sup- 
port of Ahmadinejad, waving Iranian flags and 
shouting his name. 

Mousavi sent a letter to the Guardian 
Council— a powerful clerical group— calling

WASHINGTON The re-election of Iran’s hard- 
line president amid charges of ballot fraud has 
put the Obama administration in a tougher 
spot as it tries to draw theocratic Tehran into 
nuclear diplomacy without appearing to accept 
suppression of dissent.

“Fraud is evident and review and nullifica- 
tion is requested,” said the letter posted on 
Mousavi’s Web site. Mousavi also met Iran’s 
supreme leader Ayatollah Ali Khamenei to dis- 
cuss his fraud allegations. 

Shahab Tabatabaei, a prominent activist 
in Mousavi’s pro-reform camp, said Mousavi 
called on Khamenei to order cancellation of 
the election results. 

The violence has pushed Iran’s Islamic estab- 


efforts to engage Tehran, with the central goal 
of stopping it from getting nuclear weapons, will 
continue. But the disputed election outcome 
and the official crackdown on opposition 
protests appears to be a major setback, at least 
in the short run, for the new U.S. administration, 
which has made engagement with Iran one of 
its signature foreign policies.

Osolind says other characters are 
being introduced as the story is evolving and she encourages fans to get 
involved at dilcagotocoronado.com. 

And Osolind makes sure that involvement pav'S off 

I asked her if I could be a character. I introduced myself as the hand- 
some-although-slightly-balding, spectacle-wearing RedEye editor seek- 
ing passion through social media in Chicago. She said she’d vTitc me in 
as a friend to @chlcagoceochlck, and that one of the fun parts of the 
soap is that real-life tweeps and events are woven into the story line.

Bringing Air Force One 
anywhere isn’t cheap

As President Obama flies Monday to Chicago 
for a midday speech on health-care reform, 
the round trip on Air Force One will run 
about $236,000, according to government 
estimates of the operating costs for one of the 
top symbols— and perks— of the presidency 

But that does not include such expenses as 
Secret Service protection, motorcades and 
helicopter transports. 

After landing at O’Hare, Obama is sched- 
uled to spend about 2 V2 hours here. To avoid 
snarling traffic on the Kennedy, he will likely 
be transported from the airport by helicop- 
ter to a location near the Hyatt Regency 
Chicago. 

A Government Accounting Office report in 
2000 showed Air Force One to cost $54,100 
to operate each flight hour, or almost $67,000 
in today’s dollars. It is a tough number to esti- 
mate, however, because of so many variables 
and fixed costs that could be included in or 
excluded from the calculation. 

But the bill. White House aides say, is one 
that is largely unavoidable because of the 
security and communication needs required 
by the modern president. Perhaps aware of 
the costs of Air Force One, the Obama family 


has used the plane for just one recreational 
trip to Chicago in his first five months in 
office. 

As expensive as that trip was, it is still 
roughly half the distance President Bush rou- 
tinely flew to visit his ranch near Crawford, 
Texas. 

Anywhere the president flies, the govern- 
ment picks up the tab because he is always the 
commander-in-chief and might at anytime be 
called into a crisis. Some limited cost sharing 


is done if he is traveling to a purely political 
event, such as a fundraiser. 

“The White House is committed to fol- 
lowing all of the relevant rules and regula- 
tions regarding the reimbursement for travel 
expenses,” spokesman Tommy Victor said. 

The small “pool” of reporters and photog- 
raphers who travel with Obama on Air Force 
One for both government and political trips 
reimburse the government for the cost of 
their seats.

Blago guest 
stars in show 
about Blago

Ousted Gov Rod Blagojevich doesn’t seem to 
mind being the butt of a theatrical joke. 

Blagojevich got in on the joke Saturday eve- 
ning, appearing as himself in a comedy show 
that lampoons the rise and fall of his own politi- 
cal career. 

He opened The Second City’s “Rod 
Blagojevich Superstar,” a parody of the rock 
opera “Jesus Christ Superstar,” standing on a 
chair with his arms raised as if he were being 
crucified. 

The show— which portrays Blagojevich as 
greedy, tactless and hair-obsessed— opened in 
February and was supposed to end Sunday But 
production officials extended it to Aug. 9 due 
to constant sold-out performances. A full house 
cheered as Blagojevich, who was removed from 
office in January and has pleaded not guilty 
to wide-ranging federal corruption charges, 
appeared on stage wearing a suit and tie. 

“Where were you when I was impeached?” 
he asked the audience. 

Blagojevich is accused of scheming to sell or 
trade President Obama’s former U.S. Senate 
seat and using the muscle of the governor’s 
office to get campaign donations. He has 
denied any wrongdoing. 

Before the nearly hourlong show— which 
includes duets with an actor portraying Sen. 
Roland Burris— the ex-governor told the audi- 
ence he hadn’t seen the production before, but 
assured them it was a “fictitious account” of his 
life. 

As soon as Blagojevich left the stage, cast 
members launched into a song that asks, “What 
kind of idiot sells a Senate seat?” 

Actor Joey Bland, who portrayed Blagojevich 
by wearing a black turtleneck and helmet-like 
black wig, called it “the most surreal day of my 
life.”

If you’re thinking “i,” think lower. 

The plate number, which has been in Feddor’s family for 
almost 40 years, is simply “o.” 

But there’s a problem. The City of Chicago has his num- 
ber. It zeroed in by mailing him dozens of ticket notices for 
parking-related violations dating to July 2008. More than 80 
ticket notices issued to Feddor’s o plates are listed on a city 
Web site, including 38 this year. The violations are for things 
like parking at expired meters; 
parking with the motor running 
in the Wrigley Field bus-permit 
zone; parking during street- 
cleaning hours; running stop 
signs or traffic signals; operat- 
ing a hazardous dilapidated 
vehicle; failing to display a resi- 
dential parking permit; block- 
ing access to an alley, driveway 
or fire lane; and parking a truck, 
recreational vehicle, bus or taxi 
on a residential street. 

As if that’s not bad enough, 
none of the tickets was placed 
on his vehicle. It was nowhere 
near the scenes of the alleged infractions. 

A glitch occurred at the Chicago Department of Revenue 
involving Feddor’s o plates being used during tests of ticket- 
ing equipment. The error prompted the cascade of ticket 
notices to land in his mailbox, city officials determined after 
launching an investigation based on calls from the Tribune. 

It turned out that some city parking enforcement aides 
punched in o when testing their electronic ticket-issuing 
devices. Revenue Department spokesman Ed Walsh said. 
Officials weren’t aware that there actually was a o plate or 
that Feddor was receiving tickets, Walsh said. 

“The test violations should have been dismissed in the 
database. The majority of the cases he (Feddor) contested 
successfully But we are taking steps to rectify the situation 
so in the future an actual registered plate number will not be 
used to do the testing,” Walsh said. 

Feddor will be refunded money if he made payments on 
tickets erroneously issued, Walsh said.

Flag Day has roots here 

Flag Day, celebrated yearly on June 14, is 
a holiday with its roots firmly planted in 
Chicago. 

A teacher in Waubeka, Wis., Bernard 
J. Cigrand, had the first formal Flag Day 
observance in 1885, according to a 2002 
Chicago Tribune story. Cigrand, the son of 
Luxembourg immigrants, moved to Chicago 
in 1886 to become a dentist and brought with 
him a passion for the flag that led him to push 
for creation of the holiday in speeches and 
newspaper articles. 

He lobbied for two decades before 
convincing the government. In 1916, 

President Woodrow Wilson proclaimed the 
national observance of Flag Day. The holiday 
was signed into law 33 years later, though it is 
not an official federal holiday. 

1 dead in Dan Ryan crash 

One woman was killed and six other people 
hurt in a rollover traffic crash Saturday on 
the Dan Ryan. Killed was Earnese Cooper, 63, 
of St. Louis, said a spokesman for the Cook 
County medical examiner’s office. The crash 
happened about 2:30 p.m. in the southbound 
lanes of the highway at 96th Street, just 
north of where the Dan Ryan connects to the 
Bishop Ford, officials said. 

Woman charged in bed fire 

A West Side woman was held in lieu of 
$500,000 bail Saturday, accused of setting 
her estranged husband’s bed on fire. The 
man wasn’t home at the time, but other 
people were in the apartment, including the 
man’s 85-year-old grandfather, who had to be 
hospitalized for smoke inhalation, according 
to prosecutors. Kristy Ballard, 30, climbed in 
her husband’s bedroom window in the 
5200 block of West Palmer Street the night of 
June 1 and set fire to his bed, officials said. 

Metra tickets going online 

After lagging behind the CTA for years in 
letting passengers use credit cards to buy 
tickets, Metra will start selling them via the 
Internet in September, officials said. Metra 
announced last month that credit card 
purchases would be available by February. 
That will still be the case at stations, but riders 
will have the online option to buy monthly 
passes and 10-ride tickets in three months, 
Metra Executive Director Phil Pagano said. 

Shedd free for a week 

A week’s worth of free general admission 
started Sunday at the Shedd Aquarium. The 
Shedd Aquarium’s Oceanarium just reopened 
after a $50 million renovation. The Shedd is 
open every day from 9 a.m. to 6 p.m. Free 
general admission, which does not include 
admission to special exhibits, ends Friday. 


Construction work to improve traffic flow 
on entrance and exit ramps on the Kennedy 
Expressway downtown is scheduled to start 
Monday and affect traffic until the late fall, 
the state Transportation Department said 
Sunday 

Work will start early Monday on the stretch 
of the Kennedy between Hubbard’s Cave and 
the Eisenhower Expressway interchange. 

The $9.3 million project will include resur- 
facing, retaining wall repairs and ramp recon- 


struction, as well realigning ramps in the area. 
Motorists are urged to consider alternate 
routes. 

The first phase of the project will close 
and reconstruct the Jackson Boulevard and 
Adams and Monroe Street ramps on the 
southbound side of the expressway 

The northbound Monroe exit ramp also 
will be permanently closed in the first phase, 
the department said. Traffic to the Loop will 
be diverted to other exits. Newly realigned 


exits will open later in the summer before the 
beginning of the second stage of work. 

In the second phase, the center entrance 
ramps will be realigned and one lane in each 
direction between Van Buren and Lake 
Streets will be closed to accommodate recon- 
struction work. 

The project is being funded with federal 
tax money through the American Recovery 
and Reinvestment Act, often termed stimu- 
lus funds.

The lawsuit is among the last vestiges of 
an anti-piracy campaign that the recording 
industry ultimately dropped amid wide- 


spread criticism. The Recording Industry 
Association of America said in December 
it had stopped filing lawsuits like these and 
would work instead with Internet service 
providers to cut access to those it deems ille- 
gal file-sharers. But the recording industry 
plans to proceed with cases that are already 
filed. 

Thomas-Rasset is the rare defendant who 
has fought back. 

Thomas-Rasset’s new lawyer, K.A.D. 
Camara, said he hoped to turn Thomas- 


Rasset’s retrial into a trial against the RIAA, 
both before the jury and in the court of public 
opinion. A win by the defense, he said, could 
undermine the other music-sharing cases. 

RIAA spokeswoman Cara Duckworth 
insisted the music companies will again pre- 
vail, just as they had in 2007 when a federal 
jury in Duluth found Thomas-Rasset violated 
copyrights by offering 24 songs on the Kazaa 
file-sharing network. 

She was ordered to pay $222,000 in dam- 
ages, or $9,250 per song.
